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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


In 2001, capital improvements were made to our small fleet of equipment. The fire 
department got its new 2002 Sterling truck equipped with a pumper body and the highway 
department got a 2002 Ford F450 truck which was equipped with a body, sander, and plow. 
The grader received much overhauling, and we made our second payment on the backhoe. 


We tried the so-called “farmer’s mix” on a portion of the unpaved section of Back Lake 
Road because it was cheaper than asphalt. We were pleased with the results and plan to 
finish the rest of it this year, as well as re-seal the first section. This will be an improvement 
over the muddy, rutty, and dusty conditions on that part of the road. 


While the State highway block grant helps us keep up improvements to roads, we also 
received numerous other grants this past year. We received $14,970 for this year’s share 
of the COP’s grant which allowed for more police coverage. We received a FEMA Snow 
Removal Assistance grant of $3,775 for a March snow storm. The fire department was 
approved for a FEMA grant of over $100,000 for the purchase of firefighting equipment. 
A grant was received from the NH Recreational Trails Program for the installation of a 
fence between the ballfield and the snowmobile trail at Murphy Dam. We also received 
another $4,000 from the County for the youth employment/recreation program. We finished 
the sewer project on Dalton Rd. and closed out the Community Development Block Grant. 


A Supreme Court decision has pushed the Dept. of Revenue Administration to enforce laws 
on equalized valuation, not only on property values, but also on timber, current use, and 
excavation, as well as elderly exemption and veterans’ credit applications. Every town has 
been assigned a year to become certified in these matters and our year is 2004. Our plan is 
to enter into a three-year agreement with Avitar Associates to get started now on the 
revaluation and other tasks necessary to pass the certification test. 


The most time-consuming, mind-boggling episode this year was the I.P. land deal. The 
International Paper Company land takes up 79% of the town’s total acreage and is an 
integral part of the town’s economy, since our main industries are logging and tourism. 

For decades, this land has been used by the public for hunting, fishing, hiking, snowmobiling 
etc., as well as a source of income for loggers, truckers, and the town itself, from timber 
harvesting. The news of the sale meant our whole future could be at stake! If this land had 
been sold to a private developer, the public use of it could have been lost forever. We are 
very fortunate that the Trust for Public Lands offered to purchase this land to allow the 
State and North Country residents to have a say in the future conservation of this private 
property. Governor Shaheen and U.S. Senator Judd Gregg appointed a task force and set 
up many public meetings between Pittsburg and Concord to ensure the preservation of this 
land. The first meeting was held on July 26th at the new fire station and it was filled to 
capacity. The concensus was that the land remain the same as it has been with continued 
public use and logging. For the most part, that is what has been decided. The consequences 
might have been much different for this town if not for the involvement of David Houghton 
and the Trust for Public Lands, Governor Shaheen and Senator Gregg, and all the members 
of the Steering Committe and the Technical Committee. We thank each and every one of 
them for all their time and energy on this “life-sustaining” project for this town’s future.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


During 2001, we were all reminded of how vulnerable our society is. Our prayers and 
thoughts reached out to the many victims of that tragic day in September. For those of us 
in law enforcement, we were given time to re-think just what our jobs consisted of. We 
witnessed the many brave men and women of the Fire, Rescue, and Law Enforcement 
agencies who responded without hesitation to help the people caught up in that horrific act 
of cowardice that day. I know that I speak for all of the officers when I say that it also 
made us feel a little more proud to be associated with our fellow Law Enforcement, Fire, 
and EMS personnel. The events of that day, either directly or indirectly, affected every 
American and will also continue to affect us for the rest of our lives. We will all be a little 
more aware of strangers or of suspicious activity that we observe. I hope that each of you 
will take the time to write down that information and contact local authorities as soon as 
possible. Please do not hesitate to call us with any information regarding activities that 
appear to be out of the ordinary. Your anonymity will be protected. 


The year 2001 saw many new changes for the department. We were able to have an 
intoxilyzer (breath testing machine) installed at the P.D. through a cost-free State grant. 
The aracers now have pagers. We were the recipients of a grant from the Jeremy Todd 
Charron Memorial Fund for $2,950 to purchase new bullet-proof vests. We welcomed 
Officer Rick Dube back on the force. We now have six part-time officers and a full-time 
Chief. This may appear as a lot, but when you take into consideration that five of the 
officers have full-time jobs with varying shifts, this number is necessary to allow for 
adequate scheduling. Our goal is to have an officer on duty for at least 8 hours as many 
days as possible. Additionally, we try to have someone available for call outs. 


We investigated 113 accidents in 2001, including 1 fatality. Over 50 percent of these 
accidents were animal related. We investigated a suicide and assisted on another. A series 
of camp breaks were also reported. We covered the theft of two motor vehicles and were 
able to get a prosecution in both cases. Motor vehicle and OHRV cases went up. As 
always, we welcome your input on how we can better serve you. 


In closing, we want to thank the New Hampshire State Police, the New Hampshire Fish 
& Game Department, the Coos County Sheriffs, and all local and federal agencies that came 
to our assistance in 2001. We also want to acknowledge the Pittsburg Fire and Ambulance, 
as well as the Beecher Falls Fire Department, for their professionalism and assistance offered 
to this department. Special thanks to the Colebrook Dispatchers for being there when 
needed. I want to personally acknowledge my officers and their families for their support 
and dedication in 2001. Thanks to Gina, Cathy, and Judy for their assistance. Finally, thank 
you to the selectmen and the townspeople for your continued support of the department. 
We will strive to be available and to serve you the best we can in the upcoming year.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The year of 2001 has been very exciting with many challenges for all of us. In April, the 
town took possession of a new 2001 Sterling commercial pumper. The new apparatus has 
a 1500 gpm pump and carries 1250 gallons of water, with a 30 gallon foam fail The body 
and most of the cab is made of a composite material to help with the north country’s rust 
problems. It is powered by a 330 HP Cummings motor and an Allison automatic 
transmission. The overall performance of the truck has been great except for a few small 
problems with the water source in the village. 


In August the town was notified of a $115,200 grant awarded to the Fire Department 
to purchase personal protective equipment, this only being part of the $368,000 applied for. 
The Fretenters Assistance Grant will allow us to purchase self-contained béeathing 
apparatus, jackets, pants, boots, helmets, and environmental protective clothing also. 


A total of 66 incidents were recorded during the year with only 3 false alarms. Monthly 
training sessions are held along with mutual aid training with other departments. 


Five more members have become Ist responders and are licensed for non-transporting 
status. 


The Firefighters Association had many fund raising activities and functions. This year’s 
monies have purchased an air compressor and a complete air system for the station. A foam 
system and on-spot chains have been added to the new pumper. A laptop, desktop 
computer, and a digital camera were purchased for better recordkeeping, training, and 
documentation of incidents. 


As time changes, so do our missions. Our mission is to serve our community when 
called upon. This is very broad, but what if you called and no one came. Without all 
members, no one could accomplish it on their own! So, I would like to thank all members 
and their families for the dedication shown in the year of 2001. 


To the ambulance corps, police department, highway department, and town office 
personnel, thank you for your continued support and cooperation. To our friends and 
citizens, thank you for your support, as this is your department and it is only as good as 
the support given. I would like to thank former selectmen Roger Covill for taking the time 
to serve in a public position. There were many nights and weekends that Roger met with 
us when he could have been spending his time elsewhere. 


On behalf of the community, I would like to thank Ray Bilodeau, Gerald Day, Tim 
Owen, and Paul Amey for serving, as they have stepped down from the department.

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PITTSBURG AMBULANCE CORPS REPORT 


In looking back at the year 2001, the events of September 1 1th have united communities throughout 
our country like never before. We find ourselves working and living in a time where people are proud 
to be patriotic, and proud to reach out to help their neighbor. Not sii prisingle fig has only 
strengthened the future of Emergency Medical Services. As part of this growing field, Pittsburg 
Ambulance Corps would like to take this opportunity to reintroduce ourselves to the communities we 
serve. 

Pittsburg Ambulance Corps is a volunteer ambulance service which provides coverage to the towns 
of Pittsburg, Clarksville, Beecher Falls, and northern sections of Canaan and Stewartstown. With 
Pittsburg alone being the largest town in New Hampshire, it is no exaggeration that our catchment area 
is immense. We provide service to these towns 24 hours a day, seven days a week, holiday or not, 
inclement weather or not. Our main resources are one 4-WD ambulance, a continually expanding cache 
of qupiet and at present, twenty EMTs (Emergency Medical Technicians) and First Responders. 

ith the type of our calls ranging from motor vehicle accidents, boating and snowmobile mishaps, 
medical emergencies, and industrial accidents to mention a few, we are fortunate to find assistance 
through the Pittsburg and Beecher Falls fire departments, Beecher Falls rescue squad, and officers of 
local and state police departments, as well as the New Hampshire Fish and Game department. This 
mutual aid system also allows us to work with surrounding ambulance services, whether they are 
assisting us or vice versa. 

Upper Connecticut Valley Hospital is our destination for the patients we transport, and our lifeline 
of expert medical advice and training. Many of the Pittsburg anere members are firemen, and 
quite a few members work in the medical field in addition to their EMT status, bringing only more 
knowledge and experience to the corps. 

Beyond our hands-on uly as caregivers, the members of Pittsburg Ambulance Corps spend many 
hours training to keep skills honed, which we must prove through recertification at the state and 
national levels every two years. We attend monthly meetings and classes at the Pittsburg Fire Station, 
as well as occasional courses Beate the state. A special mention in regards to training for our 
ambulance crew was a course on Hazardous Materials (including bioterrorism in the midst of the 
Anthrax outbreak) offered by Michel Pariseau, who is a Senior Inspector for the U.S. Customs Service. 
a year we find ourselves as guests at local schools and other public locations to demonstrate 
just what it is that we do. Although the hours are demanding, don’t think for a minute that there isn’t 
a one of us who isn’t passionate about what we do. This passion is possibly expressed best by our 
member who volunteered his time at the World Trade Center in the aftermath of September 1 1th, and 
by the people of our corps who donated their time and efforts along with other local EMS agencies last 
fall, raising $6,000 through a benefit dinner for the New York, Washington D.C., and Pennsylvania 
disasters. Earlier in the year we held our own benefit dinner, “Italian Night”, at the Pittsburg Fire 
Station, raising close to $1,000 for our ambulance and equipment fund. We raised additional monies 
for the fund through a carwash/bake sale as well. 

All this adds up to a busy schedule for Pittsburg Ambulance Corps. In terms of numbers, the year 
2001 tallied a total of 124 responses with close to 10% of these runs being for snowmobile related 
ee These numbers are up slightly from last year. Of the total runs, 49 were trauma related, with 
72 being medical related. We offered standby assistance at 3 fires. “Advanced Life Support” (runs 
where medication was administered by intermediate or paras level EMTs) was provided on 48 
of the year’s responses. This is a Sioa cae increase in ALS care as more medications and procedures 
become available to our EMTs. We are pleased to announce that our membership has increased with 
the addition of First Responders Jhody add. Kevin Lassonde, Serge Dion, and Bnan Bissonnette. 

Our calendar for the new year is already under swing with more courses, more benefit functions, and 
most apt more emergency responses. From all of the members of Pittsburg Ambulance Corps, 
we would like to thank the communities we serve for their support throughout the year. And remember, 
if you do need us, we’re only a phone call away. Just dial 911.

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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division 
of Forests and Lands cooperate and coordinate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside burning. Fire 
permits are mandatory for any open burning unless the ground where the burning is to be 
done (and surrounding areas) is completely covered with snow. Violations of RSA 227- 
L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are 
misdemeanors punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable 
for all fire suppression costs. Open burning is a privilege, NOT a right. Help us to protect 
you and our forest resource! Build small brush piles that can be quickly burned and 
extinguished. 


New Hampshire experienced over 940 wildland fires in 2001. Most of the fires were human 
caused. Due to dry conditions, fires spread quickly impacting more than 20 structures. 
Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining adequate green space around the 
house and make sure that the house number is correct and visible. Only You Can Prevent 
Wildland Fires.
